('ommenccrnent week will becrsn on 


No ot3ier vegetable has increased 
in popularity in the past few 


years as much as the cabbage, says today's garden lesson from the 
National Emergency Food Garden Commission of Washington, which 
is co-operating with The Courier to bring about tbe heavy planting of 
home gardens in Connellsnlle this year. 


Formerly its principal use was by the German population in the 


United States. Today it is universally eaten. Jt is plentiful in ihe 
late fall, winter and spring mouths, when other green vegetables are 
scarce. 


Properly cooked cabbage is delicate and digestible. Over-cooking 


of cabbage makes it indigestible. Young cabbage should never be 
cooked longer than 30 minutes, and irimer cabbage not ov.er 45 min- 
utes. 


Cabbage is a heavy garden feeder and a quick grower. For that 


reason it should have nch soil if pospjole, and if the planting is done 
early enough in the spring it is possible.to get two crops from the 
same land. 


Cabbage does well in heavy soil—particularly large cabbage—and 


for that reason IB hkely to thrive on a back yard \garden. It is too 
late now for ihe early crop unless you can buy seedling plants, but 
just the right time to be planting for the late crop. 


Cabbage plants are improved by transplanting. For late cabbage, 


therefore, the seeds should be planted in a small outdoor bed in May. 
Plnnt the seeds in rows .ibout three inches apart. A quarter of an 
ounce ot seed wj]] produce enough plants to raake 100 feet of row. 
VN"hen the seedlings come up they may need thinning out the excess 
plants being transplanted in, the seed bed if desirrd. 


In July transplant these seedlings to the garden, placing the 


plants 19 inches apart in rtms three feet apart or slightly less. The 
same method of transplanting should be followed now with the early 
seedlings which you tme bought or grown in indoor seed boxes.
